AMENDMENTS 

1. For Bye-laws 278A and B, the following shall be sub- 
stituted, namely - 

“278A. The up-country centres at which delivery of 
Coconut od is permitted will be as per schedule 
hereunder. 

Schedule 

1. Cochin. 

2. Quilon. 

3. Shertallay, 

4. Poochakkal. 

5. Kottayam. 

B. The Managing Committee may with the concur- 
rence of the Forward Markets Commission add 
to or delete from Up-country delivery centres 
mentioned in Bye-law 278A above, from time 
to time, in respect of any delivery of the Coco- 
nut oil hedge contract before the commencement 
of trading in the same.” 

2. After Bye-law 345, the following shall be insetted 

Bye-law 345 A, namely ; — 

“345A, For the purposes of hedge contracts for exist- 
ing deliveries namely, April and May 1966 
deliveries the provisions of Bye-laws 278A and 
278B as they stood immediately before 16th 
April. 1966 (date of approval by the Com- 
mission) shall be applicable and for the pur- 
pose of hedge contract for June 1966 deli- 
very and subsequent deliveries, the said pro- 
visions as amended on the aforesaid date shall 
be, applicable.” 


3. For Bye-law 347 (iii ) the following shull be substi- 
tuted, namely . — 

“347 (iii) (a) It shall be open to a member to trade both 
in Coconut oil and Pepper by paying an 
additional deposit of Rs. 500. Such de- 
posit shall be deemed to be Trading De- 
posit under Article 11 of the Articles of 
Association or Trading Security Deposit 
under Bye-law 78A and Bye-law 351 (i) 
of the Bye-laws of I he Association, for pur- 
poses of trading under free limit pro- 
vided however that the facility to trade 
with a free limit shall not be extended a 
second time' in respect of the same com- 
modity at any time or under any circum- 
stance. 

(b) Additional deposit by a member may be 
refunded on application, by the Secretary 
of the Association, if all contractual obli- 
gations entered into on its security are 
fulfilled and when the office is satisfied that 
the member so applying has not done any 
business on its basis in current deliveries.” 

4. In Bye-law 349(a) of the Bye-laws of the Associa- 
tion, for the second sentence, the following shall be sub 
stituted, namely : — 

“The delivery period shall be from the 17th to the 
25th of the relevant contract month (both days 
inclusive)”. 

5. For Bye-Jaw 35 1 (i ) , the following shall be substi- 
tuted. namely : — 

“351 (i) Any member shall be permitted to enter into 
Hedge contracts upto 20 quintals, which shall 
be the free limit of net open position against 
the Trading Security Deposit of Rs. 500, Any 
member decidina to transact business beyond 
this free limit shall pay In advance a margin 
at the rate of Rs. 20 per quintal, in units of 
10 quintals calculated against his anticipated 
net open position at the close of the day sub- 
ject to Bye-law (ii) below' provided also that 
bis aggregate turnover does not exceed twice 
the quantity covered by his Trading Security 
and Margin Deposit.” 
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6. In Bve-law 35 1 ( it ) , between the words “net open 
osition” and "shall be paid” the following words shall 
e inserted namely — 

“beyond the free limit under Bye-law 35l(i) above”. 

7. In Bye-law 359(a) for the figure, “16th” appearing 
thrice in the Bye-law, the figure “17th” shall tv substi- 
tuted, 

8. In Bye-law 365, for the figure “16th” appearing in 
the Bye-law, the figure “17th" shall be substituted.

11 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 
(74 of 1952) read with Government of India, Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, Notification No. S.O. It62, 
dated the 4th May 1960, has been obtained on 23rd May 
1966 to the following amendments made to the bye-laws 
of the Grain, Rice & Oilseeds Merchants Association, 
Bombay. 

AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the Special Bye-laws for Non-Transfer- 
abte Specific Delivery Contracts for Groundnut of the 
Grain, Rice <& Oilseeds Merchants’ Association, Bombay. 

After the existing Bye-law (8)(C), the following shall 
he added as Bye-law (8)(D) : — 

“(8)(D) On any day within one week preceding 
the last day of delivery,, the seller or buyer may give a 
notice to the opposite party to the contract and to the 
Association that he is unable to give or take (as the case 
may be) delivery of goods. On receipt ot such a 
notice : — 

(1) If the notice is given by seller, the huyci may 
exercise any of the following options 

(a) buy on seller’s account either Railway Receipt 
or ready goods on subsequent day after the day 
on which the notice was received by him; 

(b) close the contract either on the same day or 
on the subsequent day after the day on which 
the notice was received by him, as the parties 
may agree, and claim from the seller the diffe- 
rence between the contract rate and the rate 
registered by the Association for that day; 

(c) cancel the contract. 

The buyer may ekercisc "one option for some 
part of the contract and another option for an- 
other part of the contract at his discretion. 
In case, the buyer does not agree to exercise 
any of ’ the above "'options. Bye-law (8) (A) 
shall govern the contract 

(2) If the notice b given by the buyer, the seller may 
exercise any of the following options 

(a) sell on buyer’s account either Railwav 
Receipt or ready goods on the subsequent day 
after the da> on which the notice was received 
by him; 

(b) close the contract either on the same or on the 
subsequent dav after the day on which the 
notice was received by him, as the parties may 
agree, and claim from the buyer the differ- 
ence between the contract rate and the rate re- 
gistered by the Association for that day; 

(c) cancel the contract. 

The seller may exercise one option for some 
part of the contract and another option for 
another part of the contract at his discretion. 
In case, the seller does not agree to exercise 
any of the above options, Bye-law (8)(B) 
shall govern the contract.” 
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2. In pursuance ot proviso to Sub-section (4) of Sec- 
tion It ot the said Act, the approval of the Depu ijf 
Director, Forward Markets Commission, has been ob- 
tained for dispensing with, in the interest of trade, the 
condition of the previous publication of the above 
amendments,
